I am  grateful  for  the  follov/ing  report  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  lir,  R,  Farrage, 
of  the  North  Wilts,  Water  Board, 


During  the  year  under  review  the  borehole  at  Lacock  has  been  completed 
and  tested  sa.tisfactorily, 

A scheme  for  the  development  of  the  Easterton  Borehole,  including  further 
storage  capacity  for  the  Market  Lavington  area,  has  been  approved  by  the  Board, 

An  experimental  treatment  plant  for  the  removal  of  dissolved  iron  in  the 
waters  obtained  fromihe  greensand  has  been  installed  and  is  being  commissioned 
at  Bishops  Cannings,  If  this  plant  proves  satisfactory  the  Board  intends  to 
install  similar  treatment  plants  at  other  sources  associated  with  this  iron 
problem. 


Due  to  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  water  the  Board’s  standby  borehole 
at  Milbourne  is  being  brought  into  commission  and  an  additional  1-^  million 
gallon  reinforced  concrete  reservoir  is  being  built  at  Allington  to  increase 
the  storage  capacity  for  the  Chippenham  area  and  the  surrounding  rural  district.

Chlorination  of  all  sources  is  practised  with  the  aim  of  obtaining  chlorine 
esiduals  at  all  consum.ers’  points  of  supply  of  between  0,1  and  0.3  p.p.m. 

The  Board  continues  to  exericise  supervision  of  the  quality  of  raw  water  from 
11  the  sources  by  submitting  samples  to  their  Consultant  Chemist,  the  Counties 
ublic  Health  Laboratories,  London,  and  any  changes  in  chemical  or  mineralogical 
ualities  of  the  vie-ter  are  reported  upon  by  Mr.  G-ordon  Miles,  the  Principal  of  those 
b oratories, 


Fl^ioriiig  occurs  naturally  in  quantities  from  0,30  to  0,75  p,p.m,  in  the  viater 
btained  from  the  deep  borehole  sources  in  "he  limestone,  but  it  is  usually  absent  in 
he  waters  obtained  from  shallow  7;ells  and  spring  soiurces. 

The  Board  is  advised  by  its  Consultant  Chemists  that  none  of  the  waters  supplied 
s plximbo -solvent.

Madam  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1972. 

Because  of  tlie  changes  which  are  taking  place  due  to  Local  Government 
Reorganisation  this  vd.ll  be  the  last  occasion  I shall  be  undertaking  this 
task. 


I was  appointed  in  1954  ^-nd  it  is  interesting  to  draw  comparisons 
as  between  then  and  now,  at  that  time  the  population  v/as  6O9O  and  the 
nmber  of  inhabited  houses  was  1886,  at  the  present  time  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  is  3503  ^-nd  the  popuilation  has  risen  to  an  estimated 
figure  of  9590. 

Over  a period  of  nearly  20  years  the  most  significant  factor  to 
emerge  has  been  the  new  appreciation  of  housing  and  the  need  to  conserve 
ouLT  existing  housing  stocks  by  way  of  repair  and  improvement. 

In  the  private  sector  during  1954  six  improvement  grants  were  made 
at  a total  cost  of  £1013.00  During  the  same  period  in  1972  31  gi'ant 
applications  were  received  and  29  grants  vrere  paid  at  a total  cost  of 

£20,468.24. 

Other  services  have  expanded  in  like  manner.  The  refuse  collection 
fleet  has  been  Increased  from  one  7 cubic  yard  side  loader  to  2 
15  cubic  yaid.  side  loaders  and  one  60  cubic  yard  vehicle. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  increased  in  size  on  two  occasions 
and  it  was  also  necessary  to  lay  a new  outfall  sewer. 

The  meat  inspectors  service  v/as  brouglit  fully  under  Local  Authoritj^ 
control  and  a new  class  of  officer  - the  Authorized  Meat  Inspector  was 
introduced  to  meet  the  need. 

In  all  my  19  years  in  the  employ  of  Caine  BorouglL,  have  been  happy 
ones.  The  Council  have  always  supported  me  in  facing  up  to  the  Public 
Health  needs  of  the  Town  and  good  relationships  have  prevailed.  I would 
like  to  thank  Dr.  Wray  and  Dr.  Broomhead  for  their  help  and  advice  and 
for  iir.  Doszpoths  and  the  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their  work  and 
loyalty.

WATER 

The  water  vindertaking  is  operated  by  the  North  Wilts,  V/ater  Board 
and  the  Borou^  receives  water  from  Chippenham  and  Yatesbuiy  as  well  as 
the  springs  at  Calstone, 

Samples  of  ’consumer  water’  i,e,  treated  i/vater  from  household  taps, 
are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Bath  each  week,  to  est- 
ablish a routine  control.  Further  samples  are  taken  on  complaint. 

During  the  year  under  review  98  samples  of  chlorinated  v/ater  were 
submitted  and  91  of  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory 
samples  showed  insufficient  chlorination  of  the  v/ater  following  repairs 
to  the  main,  A series  of  check  samples  quickly  shov/ed  that  the  required 
dosage  had  been  restored  to  the  y/ater  supply.  Information  on  •unsatisfac- 
tory samples  is  referred  immediately  to  the  North  Wilts.  Water  Board, 

From  time  to  time  tests  are  also  taken  to  establish  the  degree  of  residual 
chlorine  present  in  the  water. 

SEdEP-.GE  AND  SKvaCE  DISPOSAL 

The  extensions  to  the  Disposal  Works  at  Conigre  continued  through- 
out the  year.  Due  to  this  more  than  half  the  drying  beds  v;ere  inoperative 
and  placed  the  staff  under  a considerable  strain.  In  the  last  quarter 
an  additional  sludge  lagoon  had  to  be  built  to  accommodate  the  increased 
voliame  of  sludge.  At  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the  gro-und  and  building 
works  finished  but  the  actual  completion  date  looked  a long  way  ahead. 
Irrespective  of  the  great  inconvenience,  the  staff  provided  effective 
and  satisfactory  ser^/ice  throu^out  the  year. 
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The  figures  on  Page  ^indicate  the  cost  of  the  service. 
REFUSE  COLLECTION  i\ED  DISPOSilL 


The  Council  operates  a weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  using 
direct  labour.  Salvage  is  collected  each  Monday,  The  service  continues 
to  operate  satisfactorily  despite  the  increased  demands  consequent  upon 
a grovTing  population. 

The  refuse  from  the  Borough  is  disposed  of  by  the  Sanitary  Landfill 
method,  the  refuse  being  dumped  in  the  sand  v/orkings  of  a local  company 
and  covered  with  top  soil  to  reclaim  the  land  vdiich  has  been  exposed.

The  Borough  Council  continues  to  provide  a 100^  meat  inspection 
service  at  the  two  slaughterhouses  \7ithin  the  Borou^.  At  the  slaughter- 
house of  Messrs.  C,  & T,  Harris  (Calne)  Ltd,,  the  fvill  time  inspectorate 
consists  of  a veterinary  officer  and  five  authorised  meat  inspectors. 

During  the  year  I6O.714  pigs  were  slaughtered  and  examined  at  this 
factory. 

At  the  other  slaughterhouse,  that  of  Messrs,  L,  Hawkins,  the  inspection 
is  carried  out  by  the  Cotincil's  two  Public  Health  Inspectors,  this  duty 
being  largely  carried  out  after  normal  v/orking  hours.  This  slaughter- 
house caters  mainly  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  destined  for  sale  at  the 
Central  Markets,  Smithfield,  London,  but  also  serves  the  requirements  of 
butchers  in  the  Borough  and  the  surrounding  areas.
